On  Saturday,  September  13th,  approximately  150 
people  stood  in  the  freezing  rain  holding  disin- 
tigrating  money  boxes  for  a  good  cause; 
Shinerama. 

After  planning  since  May  for  a  successful  campaign 
we  ended  up  with  wet  feet,  soggy  posters  and  rain 
that  refused  to  stop. 

Despite  the  far  from  ideal  shoe-shining  weather 
spirits  were  high  and  shiners  were  eager  to  raise 
and  encouragement  supplied  by  various  Toronto 
Van  Clubs  the  shiners  collected  money  all  over 
Toronto.  We  only  lost  one  group  of  shiners.  It  was 
beginning  to  look  like  they  headed  south  with  the 
money. 

It  was  a  very  successful  campaign  although  many 
potential  shiners  stayed  home  where  it  was  warm 
and  dry.  From  the  collective  effort  of  the 
Chiropractic  College  and  the  University  of 
Toronto,  the  CF  Foundation  received  $13,000.  Of 
that  total  five  hundred  dollars  was  collected  from 
flosh  in  exchange  for  their  official  U  of  T  elevator 
pass.
